You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional School in 
said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next at 
10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing: 


By Ballot: 

Question 1. ‘‘Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 466:30-a 
which makes it unlawful for an owner of any dog licensed or un- 
licensed to allow said dog to run at large, except when accompanied 
by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such?”’ 


The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, the 
eleventh day of March 1981, at seven of the clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 2. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same.

To see if the Town will vote a moratorium on the issuance of 
building permits by the Planning Board for structures other than 
single family dwellings or additions thereto until the town takes ac- 
tion on the Master Plan.

To see if the Town will vote to apply for, accept and expend 
$62,000.00 (sixty-two thousand dollars) from the federal Land and 
Water Conservation Fund program, and to use as a match for the 
federal funds the value of the Rowland land donation ($44,000.00) 
and other donation of funds, labor, equipment, material and ser- 
vices estimated at $18,000.00 to be used for the renovation and im- 
provement of the Memorial Field recreation area, and to take any 
other action relating thereto. (Submitted by the Selectmen) 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will adopt an ordinance banning the disposal 
of Hazardous Wastes within the Town. Disposal to be defined by 
RSA 147:49, Section II].

Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,300.00 (two thousand three hundred dollars) to repaint the ex- 
terior of the Highway Garage, Police Department, and the Town 
Office or take any action relating thereto. (Submitted by the Select- 
men) 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to renovate the Grand Union Hall 
(Grange Hall) for use as a town facility to provide offices and a 
meeting place in the event of the return of this property to the town 
and raise and appropriate, therefor, a sum not to exceed $20,000.00 
(twenty thousand dollars) or take any action relating thereto. 
(Submitted by the Village Improvement Society) 


Article 21. . 

To see if the Town of New Ipswich will vote to adopt the cur- 
rent National Fire Protection Association’s Life Safety Code 101. 
This code deals with life safety from fire and like emergencies. It 
covers, construction, protection, and occupancy features to 
minimize danger to life from fire, smoke, fumes, or panic before 
the buildings are vacated. It specifies the number, size, and ar-_ 
rangement of exit facilities sufficient to permit prompt escape of 
occupants from buildings or structures in case of fire or other con- 
ditions dangerous to life. However, private homes are excluded. 

This code gives the local authority the jurisdiction. (Submitted 
by the Fire Department) 


Article 22. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed $1,000.00 (one thousand dollars) to purchase 
a portable pump for fire fighting purposes or take any action 
relating thereto. (Submitted by the Fire Department) 


Article 23. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed $3,125.00 (three thousand one hundred 
twenty-five dollars) to purchase 500 feet of 1% inch hose at $1.75 
per foot and 1,000 feet of 2% inch hose at $2.25 per foot that meets 
fire department specifications and requirements or take any action 
relating thereto. (Submitted by the Fire Department)

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 (five hundred dollars) to restore the fence around the Civil

This sum is based on a $.50 
per capita formula. (Submitted by the Selectmen) 


Article 27. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,880.04 (five thousand eight hundred eighty dollars and four 
cents) to support the services of the Monadnock Community 
Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., or take any other action relating 
thereto. This local request for financial support is based on a $2.74 
per capita formula. (Submitted by the Selectmen) 


Article 28. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$150.00 (one hundred fifty dollars) for the support of the Monad- 
nock Region Association, or take any other action relating thereto. 
(Submitted by the Selectmen)

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Due to the mild winter we are happy to announce a surplus in 
the budget for 1980. 

Every effort is made to conserve, however, some costs are un- 
controllable. We were faced with three lawsuits in which the Town 
had to be defended. Although, we were fortunate not to have lost 
any of the lawsuits our legal fees were overexpended. 

We expect to receive a federal grant of at least $44,000 for the 
generous gift of 90+ acres of land from Mrs. Rowland, to be used 
to improve our recreational facilities at the Memorial Field later 
this spring. 

When you look at the proposed 1981 budget you will notice the 
increase over last year is $57,423.60 or 17%. Unfortunately, there 
are several large increases that we as selectmen have no control 
over. They are listed below. 


Principal - long term notes increased by $17,140.00 
Interest - long term notes increased by 4,786.59 
Old age assistance/ APTD increased by 7,800.00 
Insurance increased by 4,750.00 
Civil Defense & Communications increased by 3,830.00 

Total $38,306.59 


If it would have been possible not to raise these five budget 
items, which we have no control over, the total increase in our 1981 
proposed budget would have only totaled $19,117.01 or a 5.7% in- 
crease over 1980 operating budget. 

We wish to thank all department heads, town employees and 
especially the hard working committee members who give so 
generously of their time, and townspeople for their cooperation.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The department answered 1,783 complaints. The communica- 
tion center answered 5,046 phone messages and complaints and 
handled 7,896 radio messages. We investigated 36 accidents of per- 
sonal injury or property damage and 13 minor accidents, report not 
required. One of the 36 accidents was a fatal accident of a teenage 
girl. 

The department brought 148 complaints before the Peter- 
borough District Court. There were 23 DWI arrests; 16 Burglaries, 
5 of which were cleared by arrest; 64 reports of theft, 21 of these 
were gasoline thefts; 5 stolen cars were reported and all cleared by 
arrests. A total of 41 arrests made by the department. 

In April the department took delivery of its new cruiser. It has 
been in service for approximately ten months and has over 28,000 
miles recorded. 

The past year, January ’80 to ’81, the Chief worked days and 
was on call at night. This was done to keep the department’s budget 
from being overspent and we ended the year with a $950 unexpend- 
ed balance. The Chief received no extra pay for the hours on call. 

I would like to express my feelings concerning a leash law for 
New Ipswich. Dog owners have a duty of proper care and control 
of their pets and consideration to their fellowman to see that their 
dogs do not run at large and create a nuisance. This duty is often 
unconsciously neglected, resulting in packs of dogs running free. 

The recent attack on a ten year old boy was unfortunate and. 
yet, thankfully, it was not a fatal attack. It could have been and 
possibly this boy could have been killed. 

It seems we as a town, city or country have to wait until some- 
one gets hurt or killed before we act. 

Some time ago, at a town meeting I recall a group of concerned 
townspeople asked for a leash law to control dogs running at large, 
this was voted down. If passed, could it have avoided the recent at- 
tack? Who knows. If this attack happened to your child would you 
now vote “‘No’’ on some type of dog control law? 

On any given day if you were to travel the township it would not 
be uncommon to come across a ‘‘pack of dogs’’ running the streets. 
Why? They are not wild dogs. 

I am not saying that you must keep your dog locked up or 
chained while on your own property, that is your business. When 
the dog leaves your property and no longer is under your control he 
becomes a nuisance or dangerous because he is with a group and a 





female in heat, then he is my problem. 

I feel that the townspeople should give serious thought to some 
type of dog control law for the town of New Ipswich. 

Chief Brodley and the Police Department wish to tnank all 
departments in the town, neighboring Police Departments, the 
State Police for their help and assistance in time of need and to the 
Board of Selectmen for their cooperation and assistance in the past 


year.

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NEW IPSWICH FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT - 1980 


The New Ipswich Fire Department answered 106 calls in 1980. 
Though the number of responses was roughly equal to the previous 
year, the severity of the fires and the loss of property was 
significantly less. We attribute this to an increase in awareness of 
fire safety among the townspeople; and the ongoing improvement 
of preparedness training and equipment of our entirely volunteer 
department. 

In the past year we provided several programs in wood stove 
and fire safety for the town and local schools. We intend to con- 
tinue this type of public education. 

To improve our ability to respond quickly and efficiently, the 
department arranged the purchase of 30 personal fire pagers at a 
cost of over $7,000. However, the burden of this cost was not 
carried by the town. The entire department forfeited their token 
year’s salary as partial payment (effectively saving the town money 
in payroll taxes). The balance of the purchase price was met by 
funds raised by the department independent of its budget and by 
loan guarantees by department members. The positive effect of this 
improvement in communications has been profound. 

As part of our goal of having the best trained volunteer fire 
department in the state, we again provided the 104 hour N.H. fire- 
fighter certification course for our members. As of this date 80% 
of the department is so certified. It-is our understanding that no 
other town or city in the state has a comparable percentage. In ac- 
tual numbers of certified firefighters we rank only behind the ma- 
jor cities. 

Besides this program, many members attended specialized 
schools in rescue, fire tactics, first response medical service and fire 
investigation. Under the auspices of this department N.H. fire- 
fighter certification training has been provided to neighboring 
towns. Also a specialized vehicle rescue seminar was provided com- 
bining local ambulance and police personnel. 

In 1980 our forestry equipment was upgraded and put into full 
service. Given current drought conditions these units may prove in- 
valuable. Additionally, a specialized rescue and service van is now 
in setvice. All of this apparatus has been provided to the town by 
the donation of materials, time and labor of department members, 
and not at direct cost to the town. 

It is also important to note that the unrealistically low repairs 
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and maintenance allocation in our budget is only possible because 
the major portion of this work is provided by the department 


members without compensation. 


This report is submitted as we look forward to another year of 
cooperation and service between the town and fire department. If 
you need us call 878-1611 without hesitation.

STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good 
Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in associa- 
tion with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a na- 
tional effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention 
and suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half cen- 
tury before this national campaign, when our legislature estab- 
lished our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State 
has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for 
forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the 
ground must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden 
before being kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the 
warden and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of 
fire suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the State of 
New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire 
training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire pro- 
gram has given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records 
in the United States.

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REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


The committee did a considerable amount of research on the 
need for a dump sticker. It was decided that it would be advan- 
tageous to both the town of New Ipswich and also the landfill 
operator, in that it would discourage nonresidents from using the 
facility, and also give the operator more control. 

Some thought was also given to the physical characteristics of 
the sticker itself. It was to be durable, easily seen by the operator, 
even at a distance, and relatively inexpensive. We feel that the final 
product accomplished all of these objectives. 

During the course of the year, new signs have been installed at 
the landfill, identifying the landfill itself, hours of operations, 
restrictions, area designations, and a locus plan. 

A new gate was installed at the entrance to the landfill. Our 
thanks again to Dennis Lasalle at Mon Fab for the donation of time 
and material necessary for fabrication. 

On April 7, 1980 the Board of Selectmen received a letter from 
the State of N.H. Bureau of Solid Waste Management. The letter 
stated that on March 28, 1980, the New Ipswich Sanitary Landfill 
was inspected by Mark Gallup of the BSWM. His report cited a list 
of infractions that he felt were due to improper operation of the 
landfill. 

The Committee is pleased to report that the situation was cor- 
rected promptly, and that in a follow-up inspection, the BSWM 
was more than satisfied with the results. Our thanks once again to 
Martin Seppala of Seppala & Aho Construction Co., for donating 
a D8 bulldozer with operator to clean up the stump dump. The 
stump dump was the biggest problem area cited in the BSWM list. 

The Committee is currently involved in conducting a boundary 
check of the landfill, particularly in the area of the stump dump. It 
appears that we have a potential problem of encroachment on the 
property line on the north side of the stump dump, and an in- 
vestigation is in progress to find a solution.

Also, as part of our Master Plan, a Citizens’ Advisory Board will 
be formed as representative as possible of all the people of New 
Ipswich. Its purpose will be to work with the Planning Board to 
collect information, conduct special studies, and to assist in pre- 
paring the goals and objectives of the Town, and, ultimately, to 
develop a comprehensive plan that reflects what the Town wants 
for its future. The Citizens’ Advisory Board will have within itself 
groups to concentrate on the areas of population and housing; 
public facilities, community facilities, open space, recreation areas 
and transportation utilities as well as economic development. 

As in the past, it is the desire of the Planning Board to continue 
on with the protection of our beautiful rural environment, but even 
more to the point, we are desirous of protecting the townspeople 
from any and all kinds of pollution through proper planning and 
Interim Zoning. With the establishment of the Citizens’ Advisory 
Board, a link will be formed between the people of the Town and 
the Planning Board. There will be a gathering of ideas of what you 
want next door or ‘‘down the street’. So get involved, come to our 
meetings on the second Friday and fourth Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. 
at the town office. Let us all have a better understanding of what 
Intermin Zoning means and how it can be instituted to benefit all 
who live in New Ipswich.

During 1980, the New Ipswich Conservation Commissioners 
have focused on the procedure required to accept the Carolyn C. 
Rowland property on Whittemore Hill and the subsequent applica- 
tions to receive the Heritage Conservation and Recreation Funds. 
Beginning with the passage of Article 15, at the 1980 Town 
Meeting, the Commission was charged with taking the necessary 
steps according to federal regulations to insure acceptance of the 
property appraisal to make the Town of New Ipswich eligible to 
receive HCRS funding as a result of this gift. The appraisal has 
been accepted and the deed has been transferred. 

The Commission has worked closely with the Selectmen and 
Recreation Committee in preparing plans to use the funding for im- 
proving the facilities at Memorial Field. At this time the plans are 
in process for approval by HCRS.

Town Report - Covering Year 1980 


The aim of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. con- 
tinues to be to bring the best possible emergency medical service to 
the four (4) towns served, at the lowest possible cost. 

We are fortunate in having expertly trained Driver/Attendants 
manning our ambulances. They are continually training, taking 
refresher courses and giving so unselfishly of the many hours 
required to keep up a volunteer service such as ours. David Dow, 
one of the originators of The Service, and a Driver/Attendant, was 
honored this year as Emergency Medical Technician of the year for 
the State of New Hampshire. 

Here is a list of some of the training programs that were 
attended by our Drivers in 1980: rape seminar at the Leominster 
Hospital, first aid classes held in Greenville, classes on anatomy 
and physiology at Mascenic, a seminar on poisoning at Burbank 
Hospital, and an auto extrication course. Defensive driving school 
is being planned for the future. 

In April, we sponsored a Public Relations Day at Mascenic, 
which was well attended by the public. Vials of Life were given out 
at that time, blood pressures were taken, demonstrations were 
given on the use of radio equipment, and other equipment on the 
ambulances. Telephone stickers with emergency telephone numbers 
have been made available to the residents of the area. 

We have tried to keep next year’s budget as low as possible. The 
rising costs of repairs and fuel for the ambulances are a major part 
of the increase in expenses. New state laws also require our 
supplying our ambulances with additional equipment, such as fire- 
proof blankets. 

We shall continue to do our utmost to give superior service at 
minimal cost to the taxpayers being served.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


This year’s summer playground and swimming program was 
one of the most successful ever held in New Ipswich. Under the 
leadership of Lynn Castonguay, along with Stephanie Emma, more 
children than ever before were given instructions in swimming. 
Gloria Cote, at the same time was holding sporting events on the 
field area so that children were involved totally during their time at 
the pool. The crew also directed many field trips including a straw- 
berry picking trip, a day at Hampton Beach, and a mountain 
climbing trip to Mt. Monadnock. Extra events held at the pool also 
included a Kite Day, the Big Cookie Contest, Dog Show, Ping 
Pong Tournament, Checker Tournament, Women’s Physical 
Fitness Class, and an overnight Family Campout and Cookout. 

As the summer grew near, it became obvious that New Ipswich 
would have an overabundance of children wishing to participate in 
baseball and softball.

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REPORT OF SOUTHWEST REGION 
PLANNING COMMISSION 


A real sense of accomplishment! 


This is and has been the key phrase regarding the work effort of 
the Southwest Region Planning Commission in 1980. A number of 
programs were undertaken in region economic development, land 
uses, public transportation, energy uses inventory, historic surveys, 
housing assistance plan -- a basic document in support of applica- 
tions for many federal funding programs, and establishment of a 
circuit rider program to help town selectmen and other officials. 


In a continuing program of technical assistance, the Commis- 
sion assisted in the completion of 7 community comprehensive 
plans (and there are 19 in various stages of completion), and sub- 
division regulations and zoning ordinances. Region Planning Com- 
mission staff are considered staff of the member communities and 
answer numerous questions regarding planning legislation, review 
of difficult subdivision proposals, and assistance in completing 
funding applications and other research matters. 


The Commission’s staff also responds to numerous public and 
private inquiries concerning region economics and demographics. 
In 1980, there were 31 member towns, a good indication that in 
southwest New Hampshire regional planning has come a long way 
since its start with10 member communities by their votes at March, 
1971, town meetings. 


Regional planners, in 1980, provided assistance to the New 
Ipswich Planning Board in the development of a completely new 
subdivision regulation that the board adopted in June following a 
public hearing. Additionally, the board also adopted bylaws which 
provide procedures for the conduct of meetings. Interim zoning 
and the comprehensive plan are in the works for 1981. New Ipswich 
representatives to the Commission have continued to work closely 
with the Planning Board, the Selectmen, and the Conservation 
Commission. 
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The Commission’s executive committee currently includes 
Frank Dierauf, Jr. of Greenfield, chairman; William Robertson of 
Nelson, vice chairman; John von Adler of Sharon, secretary; 
Timothy N. Robertson of Keene, treasurer; and two members-at- 
large, Peter Poanessa of Swanzey and Mary Jane Grasty of New 
Ipswich. 


The eight-member professional staff is headed by Executive 
Director Catherine M. Larson. They work from offices at 28 
Mechanic Street in Keene, telephone 1-603-357-0557.

SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS 


of the 


TOWN OF NEW IPSWICH 


The attached regulation is a complete and accurate revision 
of those regulations adopted October 10, 1980. 


SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS 
of the 
TOWN OF NEW IPSWICH 


SECTION I. AUTHORITY 


A. Pursuant to the authority vested in the New Ipswich Planning 
Board by the voters of the Town of New Ipswich at the Town Meeting of 
March 6, 1974, and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 36, Sec- 
tions 19-36, New Hampshire Revised Statutes, Annotated, the New Ipswich 
Planning Board adopts the following regulations governing the subdivi- 
sion of land in the Town of New Ipswich, New Hampshire. 


SECTION II. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


2:01 Title: These regulations shall hereafter be known, cited and referred 
to as the Subdivision Regulations of the Town of New Ipswich. 


2:02 Purpose: The purpose of these regulations is to protect the health, 
safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of New 
Ipswich and to preserve the natural scenic beauty and rural character of 
its residential areas, and to promote orderly, planned growth. 


SECTION III. DEFINITIONS 


3:01 Abutter: Shall mean any person who owns land within 200 feet of the 
boundaries of the land under consideration. A way, as defined in RSA 259:1, 
XXXV, shall not be considered to be a barrier, but shall be included in the 
distance requirement for the purposes of determining whether a person iS 

an abutter. 


3:02 Approval: Shall mean recognition by the Planning Board, certified 
by written endorsement on the plat and in the minutes of the meeting of 
the Planning Board at which such action is taken, that the plat meets the 
requirements of these regulations and satisfies, in the judgment of the 
Planning Board, all criteria of good planning and design. 


3:03 Board: Shall mean the Planning Board of the Town of New Ipswich. 


3:04 Conditional souls Conditional or tentative approval shall mean 
an expression, in writing, but not on the plat, by the Planning Board that 
the Final Plat appears to satisfy all requirements established herein for 





Final Approval before improvements and installations have been constructed. 
Conditional approval does not constitute, nor should it be construed as, 
either implying or granting final approval. It does, however, establish 

a presumption of approval if improvements are made and completed in 
accordance with the conditional or tentative approval and these regulations 
and as provided for in paragraph 4:12 or 4:13. 


3:05 Final Plat: Shall mean the final drawing or drawings on which the 
subdivider 's plan of subdivision is indicated, prepared as required by 
these regulations. 


3:06 Frontage: Shall mean the width of a lot measured along its common 
boundary with the street line. 


3:07 Lots: Shall mean a parcel of land occupied or to be occupied by 
not more than one main building and the accessory buildings or uses 
customarily incidental to it. A lot shall be of sufficient size to meet 
minimum zoning requirements for use, coverage and area, ard to provide 
such yards and other open spaces as are required, 


3:08 Master Plan: Shall mean the comprehensive plan of development for 
the Town of New Ipswich. 


3:09 Minor Subdivision: Shall mean the subdivision of lar into four 
or less lots or sites on an existing street (see 3:15) where no new streets 
are created, 


3:10 Preliminary Layout: Shall mean a discussion meeting beyond the 
inquiry stage of a proposed subdivision for the purpose of indicating 
the general development concepts, and which may be submitted to the 

Board prior to preparation of the Final Plat. The Preliminary Layout 

is not a “plat” as referenced in New Hampshire RSA 36:23. It is intended 
to provide assistance to a subdivider, but not consideration, in ad Se 
tion of an application. 


3:11 Private Road: Shall mean a road that is built to town road specifi- 
cations that remains under private use and ownership and is so recorded 
in deeds on abutting lots. 


3:12 Private Way: Shall mean a way giving access from an approved 
street to.not more than two lots. 


3:13 Resubdivision: Shall mean a change in a map of an approved or 
recorded subdivision or resubdivision if such change (a) affects any 
street layout shown on such map, (b) affects any area reserved thereon 
for public use, or (c) diminishes the size of any lot shown thereon 
have been conveyed after the approval or recording of such map. 


3:14 Right-of-Way: Shall mean a strip of land over which is built a 


road or land over which a legal right of passage has been granted by 
the owner. 


ths 


3:15 Street: Shall mean, relate to and include a street, avenue, boulevard, 
road, lane, alley, viaduct, highway, freeway, public street, and other ways 
existing as state, county, or town roadways, or a street shown upon a plat 
approved in accordance with these regulations. The word "street" shall in- 
clude the entire right-of-way. An "approved street" is defined 

as a Class 1, !I, [11l, IV or V highway. It does not include a Class VI 
highway or street. Ihese classifications are further defined in Chapters 
230 and 231 of the RSA's. 





3:16 Subdivider: Shall mean the owner of record of the land to be sub- 
divided, including any subsequent owner of record making any subdivision 
of such land or any part thereof, or the agent of any such owner or owners. 





3:17 Subdivision: Shall mean the division of a lot, tract, or parcel of 
land into two or nore lols, plats, sites, or other subdivisions of land for 
the purpose, whether immediate or future, of sale, rent, lease, condominium 
conveyance or building development. It includes resubdivision and, when 
appropriate to the context, relates to the process of subdividing or to the 
land or territory subdivided. The division of a parcel of land held in 
common and subdequently divided into parts among the several owners shall 
be deemed a subdivision. 


3:18 Wetland: Shall mean those areas identified and delineated as poorly 


drained or very poorly drained soils by the Soil Conservation Service and 
which further may be identified in soils niaps or in other regulations. 


SECTION JV. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


4:01 Compliance: No subdivision of land shall be made, no land in any 
Subdivision shall be sold or offered for sale or lease, no construction, 

no land clearing, no building development shall begin, no street or utility 
construction shall be started, and no permit for the erection of any 
building shall be granted before a subdivision has been approved by the 
Board, other required permits issued, and the plat filed in the Office of 
the Register of Needs of Hillsborough County. 


4:02 Character of Land: Land to be subdivided shall be of such character 
that it can be used for building purposes without danger to health and 
Safety. Proper provision shall be made for water supply, surface drainage 
and sanitary sewerage, and in areas continguous to brooks, rivers or other 
bodies of water subject to flooding, proper provision shall be made for 
protective flood control] measures. Proposed roads shall be planned with 
regard to existiny roads and existing or proposed principal thoroughfares, 
especially as to safe intersections and shall be so arranged and of such 
width as to provide an adequate and convenient system for present and 
future traffic needs. In places deemed proper by the Board, open spaces 
for parks and playgrounds shall be shown on the subdivision plat. Ade- 
quate access to properties for fire fighting apparatus shall be provided. 
The number of lots proposed for any area shall not be greater than the 
number deemed by the Board to be the maximum number which can be laid out 
without substantially impairing the health, safety or welfare of inhabi- 
tants, with respect to potable water, surface water drainage, sewerage, 
flooding, tratfic, parks and playgrounds. 
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A. Land or properties divided by a Class VI or better street shall be 
considered as separate parcels for the purposes of this regulation. 


B. Where property proposed to be divided crosses a town line, the 
chairman of the planning board and the board of selectmen of the adjoining 
town shall be considered as abutters and so notified regarding any sub- 
division. 


C. Where a single property ownership is subdivided by a Street or 
streets, abutters to each of the so subdivided properties shall be considered 
as abutters to the single property ownership and shall be notified in the 
Sal of a proposed subdivision of any one of the properties to be sub- 

ivided. 


D. The Division Engineer of the area office of the New Hampshire 
Department of Public Works and Highways shall be included in the mailed 
notice to abutters when access to any state-maintained road is a part 
of a subdivision application whether it be development of a new road or 
access for driveways or other ways. The same notification shall be sent 
the aa Ipswich road agent and Board of Selectmen when access affects 

Own roads. 


4:03 Premature or Scattered: The Board shall not approve a scattered 

or premature subdivision of land or subdivisions which would involve danger 
or injury to health, safety, or property, nor will the Board approve a 
subdivision that would necessitate an excessive expenditure of public funds 
for the supply of municipal services or facilities. As a guideline for con- 
sideration of what may constitute a premature or scattered subdivision, the 
Board shall consider Appendix E, Premature Subdivisions, (Pages 107-116) in 
Planning and Development Techniques, Options for Managing Community Growth 
in New Hampshire, published by the Office of State Planning (1979). 


4:04 Unsuitable Lands: Land subject to the following conditions shall not 
be subdivided for butlding purposes unless the unsuitable conditions 

are remedied to the satisfaction of the Board. Said plans must also be 
approved by any regulatory agencies having jurisdiction. 


A. Land prone to flooding. 


B. Land unsuitable for sanitary disposal by use of septic tank and 
leaching fields as defined by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution 


Control Commission. 


4:05 Plat Identification and Lot Layout 


A. A subdivision plat shall be identified, in addition to the name 
given it by the subdivider, by its tax map number, such number to be ob- 
tained from the Board of Assessors, Board of Selectmen or Planning Board. 
Each lot in the subdivision shall be so identified as a further division 
of the lot identified on the tax map and lots in the subdivision shall 
be sequentially numbered so that they will coincide with numbers on the 
annual tax map updates. 


B. The layout of lots shall conform to the requirements of the 
New Ipswich Zoning Ordinance and driveway access regulations in force at 
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the time of construction. Corner lots shall have extra width to permit a 
setback on each street. Side lots shall generally be at right angles to 
Straight street lines or radial to curved street lines. 


4:06 Non-buildable Lots 


A. Land that is proposed to be divided into non-building lots, 
or lots in a proposed subdivision that are not to be used for building, 
may be considered and set aside as such provided that they will substantially 
serve the public convenience and welfare and not substantially or permanently 
injure adjoining property. 


B. Non-building lots shall be clearly identified as such on the final 
plat submitted to the Board and such restriction shall be further clearly 
included as a covenant to any deed. 


C. The Board of Assessors will be notified of all lots that are 
approved as non-buildable. 


4:07 Reserved Strip: No privately-owned reserved strip, except an open 
space area, shall be permitted which controls access to any part of a 
subdivision or to any other parcel of land from any street, or from any 
land dedicated to public use, or which may be so dedicated. 





4:08 Preservation of Natural Features: Due regard shall be given to the 
preservation, protection and enhancement of natural features, and other 
assets of a community nature. The Board may require documentation of plans 
to demonstrate the means of protection for such assets -- as trees, scenic 
points, brooks, streams, rock out-croppings, water bodies, other natural 
resources, and historic landmarks.

development, the Board may require the reservation of land for open space, 
park or ptayground areas, such area(s) not to be more than 10 percent of 
the total area of a subdivision. 


4:09 Public Open Spaces: Upon consideration of the particular type of 


4:10 Sewage Disposal: All lots of five acres or less must have sewage 
disposal erraaeal, ciate New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission and must conform to guidelines in the Commission's "Guide for 

the Successful Design of Smal] Sewage Disposal Systems" (current edition). 
Such Commission approval for each lot must accompany a subdivision applica- 
tion. The Planning Board may request additional soils information on any or 
all lots in a proposed subdivision at the expense of the subdivider. , 


4:11 Class VI Highways (or Streets): A subdivision proposed for the purpose 
of creating building lots will not be approved by the Board if building permits 
cannot be issued for the proposed lots. Approval of a subdivision located on 
or whose access is from a Class VI highway may be granted by the Board only 
when it deens that the subdivision is not scattered or premature and when the 
Subdivider rebuilds a Class VI highway to meet town standards for Class V 
highways. Approval of the subdivision shall be conditioned on the completion 
of the rebuilding of the Class VI road to meet standards of Class V highways. 
The applicant may be required in appropriate circumstances to bear all or a 
portion of the costs of such upgrading as determined by the needs created by 
and the special benefits conferred upon the subdivision whether immediate or 
future. 
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4:12 Performance Bond: 


A. As provided herein, the Board may accept a bond, in an amount and 
with surety and conditions satisfactory to it, providing for and securing 
to the town the actual construction and installation of such improvement 
within a period specified by the Board and expressed in the surety or per- 
formance bond. 


B. A subdivision filed with the Board shall not be approved until the 
subdivider shall have filed with the Board, an estimate of costs of streets, 
public improvements, a drainage structures, and other utilities, together 
with maps, plans, and supporting data, accompanied by either: 


1. A surety bond, issued by a surety company authorized to do 
business in New Hampshire, to be filed with the Board of Selectmen in form and 
amount satisfactory to it; or 


2. Cash, or savings bank book properly endorsed to the Town of 
New Ipswich in an amount to be determined by the Board of Selectmen and 
to be deposited with it. 


C. In the case of electric lines or other utilities to be installed 
by a public utility corporation or a municipal department, a statement 
Shall be received in writing from such public utility, corporation or muni- 
Cipal department that the work will be done within a reasonable time and 
without expense to the town. 


D. Each approval of a plat shall contain a time limit within which 
Streets and public improvements shall be completed, not to exceed three 
years, unless extended by the Board. 


E. Upon completion of improvements and approval by the town agent, 
Surety covering liaintenance of streets and improvements for a period of 
two years from completion may be required in an amount based on the cost 
of such improvenents, as approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


F. The performance guaranty shall not be released until the Board 
of Selectmen has certified completion of the public utilities and improve- 
ments in substantial accordance with the requirements, and deeds covering 
land to be used for public purposes, easements and rights-of-way over 








property to remain in private ownership, and rights-to-drain onto or across 
private property are submitted in a form satisfactory to the town attorney. 
All recording fees shall be borne by the subdivider. 

4:13 Assessment or Other Method: In lieu of a performance guarantee, the 

Board may require an assessment or other method whereby the town is put in 

dn assured position to do said work and make such alteration, construction 

Or improvement at the cost of the owner(s) of the property within the sub- 

division. 


4:14 Acceptance of Dedication Offers: Acceptance of formal offers of 
dedication of streets, public areas, easements, and parks shall be by ordi- 
nance of the town. The approval by the Board of a subdivision plat shall 
not be deemed to consitute or imply the acceptance by the Board of Selec- 
men or the town of any street, right-of-way, easement or park shown on 

said plat. The Planning Board may require said plat to be endorsed with 
appropriate notes to this effect. 


4:15 Meetings: All Planning Board meetings are open to the public, in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 91-A, and public notice of all regularly 
scheduled meetings shall be posted in at least two appropriate places in 
town in accordance with state law and the Board's bylaws. Abutters' 
hearings are described in paragraph 8:02. 


SECTION V. PROCEDURE 


5:01 Purpose: These regulations are designed to assist in the preparation 
of a subdivision application and to facilitate its presentation and consider- 
ation at a hearing before the Board and abutters within the time constraints 
imposed by state statutes. 


5:02 Procedure: These regulations provide for three steps, only one of 
which is mandatory, in obtaining a final action by the Board on a subdivision. 
The steps are: 


A. Inquiry. 
B. Preliminary layout. 


C. Final plat submission (mandatory ). 


SECTION VI. INQUIRY 


6:01 Purpose and Procedure: A subdivider may meet with the Board at a 
regular meeting to discuss a proposed subdivision and the requirements of 
an application for a subdivision. Such informal meeting is not mandatory 
and shall be considered as an inquiry procedure, and shall not consitute 

a formal or legal acceptance of a plat by the Board, even though the subdi- 
vider may have available either a layout or sketch of the proposed sub- 
division or other documents that may become part of a formal application 

at a later date. 


SECTION VII. PRELIMINARY LAYOUT 
7:01 Purpose and Procedure: This step remains a part of an informal sub- 
division process to discuss a concept plan and to set forth a detailed list 


of items that are required in a formal application, as provided in these 
regulations. This step may be taken at any regular meeting of the Board. 





SECTION VIII. FINAL PLAT SUBMISSION -- APPLICATION 


8:01 Purpose: The final plat and supporting drawings and documents for a 
proposed subdivision constitute the formal and complete submission for a 
Subdivision proposal. 


8:02 Procedure: 


A. Formal application, in accordance with Appendix A, for a 
Subdivision, with the final plat drawings and necessary supporting papers, 
shall be presented at any regular meeting of the Board. 


B. The submission of the final plat shall include: 
1. Application 
2. The final plat, mylar reproducible 
3. Utility and road plans and profile drawings 


4. All sewerage system approvals and documentation of 
soils conditions and other supporting documents 


9. Appropriate application filing fees and charges 


C. The Board shall place on its agenda and call an abutters' 
hearing for consideration of a final plat submitted to it within thirty 
days of receipt of such final plat at a regular meeting of the Board, 
and shall notify by certified or registered mail, return receipt requested, 
the applicant and abutters regarding the placement of the plat on its 
agenda, and the time and place of the hearing for consideration, such 
notice to be not less than five days before such placement on the agenda 
and the hearing date. A copy of the proposed subdivision shall be on 
file at the office of the town clerk for public inspection at least five 
days before the hearing. 


1. In the event that an abutters' hearing is scheduled on a 
date other than a regular Board meeting date, and in accordance with RSA 
91-A, in addition to the notice to the applicant and abutters required 
above, the Board shall place a public notice of time and place of such 
abutters' hearing in at least two appropriate places in town or it shall 
be printed in a newspaper of general circulation in town at least 24 


hours, Beer Sundays and Htc holidays, prior to such hearing. See 
also paragraph 4:02- A, B, C and D. 


D. The Board shall act to approve or disapprove the subdivision 
Within ninety days of the submission of the plat to the Board, provided, 
however, the Board may apply to the Board of Selectmen for an extension 
not to exceed an additional ninety davs before acting to approve or dis- 
approve; otherwise such plat shill be deemed to have been approved, 
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and the certificate of the Town of New Inswich, as to the date of sub- 
mission of the plat for approval and the failure to take action thereon 
within such time, shall be issued on demand and shall be sufficient in 
in lieu of the written endorsement or evidence of approval herein 
required; provided, further, that the applicant for the Planning 
Board's approval may waive this requirement in writing and consent to 
an extension of such period. 


E. Consideration of the subdivision shall be on the agenda of 


each and every regular meeting of the Board until the application is approved 
disapproved or withdrawn. 


F, No action shall be taken on and no consideration shall be given to 
any subdivision at any meeting of the Board at which there is less than a 
quorum of Board members present and voting, such quorum to be three voting 


Ha a of a five-member Board, or four voting members of a seven-member 
oard. 


G. In the case of diSapproval of any plat, the ground for such disapproval 
shall be adequately stated upon the minutes of the Board and in writing to the 
subdivider. 


H. Every approved final plat shall be recorded within ninety days of 
such approval by the Roard with the Register of Deeds of Hillsborougn County, 
and must be filed prior to sale or transfer of land within the subdivision. 


I. Every plat approved by the Board and filed with the Register of 
Deeds of Hillsborough County shall be exempt from all subsequent changes in 
these subdivision regulations and zoning ordinances of the Town of New 
Ipswich for four years from date of approval provided active and substantial 
development or building shall have commenced on the site within twelve months 
of such date of approval, and as further provided in RSA 36:24-a, I, II, and 
TT 


8:03 Fees and Expenses: 


A. An application fee shall accompany each proposed subdivision appli- 
cation in the following amounts: 


1. Major subdivision -- $50, plus $10 for each lot in the proposed 
subdivision; or 


2. Minor subdivision -- $25, plus $5 for each lot in the proposed 
Subdivision. 


B. All expenses incurred by the town in processing an application for 
a subdivision shall be borne by the applicant. Payments are to be made pay- 
able to the Town of New Ipswich, prior to final approval. 


SECTION IX. ADMINISTRATION 


9:01 Interpretation: The interpretation of these regulations shall be the 
sole province of the Board and the Board may seek legal advice and counsel 


as it deems necessary. 


9:02 Enforcement: These regulations shall be enforced by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


9:03 Other Regulations: Where these regulations conflict with other local 


ordinances, the more stringent requirement shall apply. 





9:04 Penalty for Non-compliance: Any owner, or agent of the owner, of any 
land within a subdivision, who transfers or sells any land before a final 


plat has been approved and filed by the Board shall forfeit and pay a penalty 
of $500 for each lot or parcel so transferred or sold, in accordance with 
RSA 36:27. 


9:05 Appeals: Any person aggrieved by any decision of the Board concerning 

a plat or subdivision or building permit may, within thirty (30) days of the 

ae decision, appeal such decision to the superior court as provided in 
234 . 


9:06 Validity: If any section, subsection, or phrase of these subdivision 
regulations is found for any reason to be invalid by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portion of these regulations. 





9:07 Amendment: These regulations may be amended, changed, altered, added 
to or rescinded from time to time whenever this action is deemed necessary 
or advisable by the Board. A public hearing, to be held in accordance with 
RSA Chapter 91-A, on the proposed change, and the concurring vote of the Board 


is required before any alterations are made. A statement, signed by the chairman 


or secretary of the Board, indicating any amendments thus authorized from such 
regulations as were previously filed, shall be transmitted to the Register of 
Deeds of Hillsborough County, to the town clerk of New Ipswich and to the 
Board of Selectmen, by the chairman or secretary of the Board. 


9:08 Effective Date: The effective date of these regulations was originally 


July 1, 1974, as amended. The effective date of this amendment, which con- 
stitutes a complete revision of the original New Ipswich subdivision regula-

APPENDIX A. DATA REQUIRED FOR SUBMISSION WITH SUBDIVISION 


A:01 A subdivision plat shall be submitted in ink on reproducible mylar, 
with four copies, at a scale of not less than one inch equal to one hundred 
feet or more than one inch to forty feet, on sheets measurina no more than 
twenty-two inches hy thirty-four inches, and shall include all data as 
follows: 

A. Existing Conditions: 


1. Boundary lines of tract; bearing and distances 

2. Easements; locations, width and purposes 

3. Streets on and adjacent to the tract; name, right-of-way, 
width, type, width of surfacing, walks, curbs 

4. Proposed building (setback) lines based on zoning regulations 

5. Utilities on or adjacent to the tract; location, size and

6. Topography within the tract; contours with an interval of 
not more than five feet; geographic features including water courses, 
Swamps, ponds, wooded areas; existing buildings and structures 

7. Conditions on adjacent land within twenty-five feet of 
boundary line; approximate direction and slope of ground, embankment or 
retaining walls; buildings; railroads; power lines and non-residential 
land uses 

8. Key plan showing location of the tract in the town at a 

scale of one inch is equal to a thousand feet 
9. Location and identification number of percolation tests 
as required 
J0. Plat and lots numbered according to tax maps 


B. Proposed Improvements: 

1. Streets; name; right-of-way width; approximate grades; 
approval of town construction; street signs and posts 

2. Other easements; location; width and purpose 

3. Location and type of facilities 

4. Location of any non-residential uses with description. 

5. Lot lines, number and approximate size 

6. Sites to be reserved or dedicated for open space, parks, 
playgrounds or other public uses 


C. General Data: 

1. Title and certificates; present owner with name and address; 
notation stating acreage; scale; north arrow; datum; benchmarks; certifica- 
tion of licensed civil engineer or registered land surveyor; date of survey; 
type of survey

A:02 Other Plans: The Board may require, in addition to the subdivision 
plan, the submittal of profiles of proposed roads and sewers, or plans of 


proposed water supply, sanitary or storm water sewer systems with grades 
and sizes indicated. 


A:03 Performance Guarantee: Appropriate evidence of performance guarantee 
in such forms as approved by the Board and town counsel in accordance with 


Section 4:12 and 4:13 of these regulations shall accompany the subdivision plan 
application. 


A:04 Application Form: Subdivision plans, supporting documents and data 
and proper application fee shall be accompanied by a properly completed 
application form which may be obtained from the Planning Board. (See 
Apperdix C).

APPENDIX B. DESIGN CRITERIA 


B:01 SEWAGE DISPOSAI 


A. Sewage disposal systems must meet as a minimum the standards 
established by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission. 


B. Sufficient percolation tests shall be duq to insure that an area 
of twice the design leach field area is present on the proposed lot(s). 
Such area must include a sufficient natural soil depth to meet the stand- 
ards of the Commission. This area shall not be used for buildings, wells, 
or other permanent structures, but shall be reserved for sewage treatment 
and septic effluent disposal. If such an area is not present and so 
identified on the plat, the lot shall be disapproved. 


C. The Plannina Board may require additional soils data from the 
subdivider or from the Soil Conservation Service, at the expense of the 
developer, where soils maps indicate the possibility of waste disposal 
problems. The Board may also require additional percolation tests and 
test pits before giving final consideration to a subdivision proposal. 


Bi 02>) SEREETS 


A. Names of streets in a proposed subdivision shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen to eliminate confusion with the 
names of existing streets. 


B. Proposed streets shall be in harmony and conformance with existing 
and proposed streets in New Ipswich. Street patterns shall give due con- 
sideration to contours and natural features. Where required by the Board, 
provision shall be made for the extension of the street pattern to abutting 
undeveloped property. Every proposed street in a subdivision shall be laid 
out and constructed as required by these regulations, or as modified at the 
time of the consideration of the subdivision proposal. 


C. Where a subdivision abuts an existing street with an inadequate 
alignment, or right-of-way width, the subdivision plat shall include in 
the street dedication all land needed to meet the standards established 
by these regulations, and as approved by the Board. 
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D. Permanent dead erd streets shall not exceed sic hundred feet 
in length, and shall terminate in a turnarourd one hundred feet in diameter, 
with a paved area eighty feet in diameter. 


E. Temporary dead end streets, where future extension to another 
outlet is approved by the Board, or where indicated on the subdivision plat, 
may exceed six hundred feet in length. In such a case, the full width of 
the right-of-way to the subdivision property line shall be dedicated to the 
Town of New Ipswich. 


F. Except where it is impracticable, because of the character of the 
land and then only when specifically approved by the Board, streets shall 
intersect so that within seventy-five feet of the intersection the street 
lines are at right angles, and the grade within fifty feet does not exceed 
one percent. No structure or planting shall impair corner visibility. 


G. All streets shall be constructed and paved, and all bridges, cul- 
verts, drainage structures, storm sewers, gutters, drainage ditches, and 
other improvements required by the subdivision plat and accompanying docu- 
ments, shall be installed in conformance with standards and specifications 
adopted by the Town of New Ipswich. 


B:03 STREET SPECIFICATIONS 


Ay New streets shall have a minimum right-of-way of fifty feet, mini- 
mum travelled width of twenty feet, minimum shoulder width of four feet on 
each side, maximum gradient of twelve percent, and a minimum gradient of one- 
half of one percent. 


B. Subdividers shall comply with minimum design criteria established 
by the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways in its Geometric and 
Structural Guides for Town Road Aid Projects and such other specifications 
required by the Town ard by the Board, 


C. The entire area of each right-of-way shall be cleared of all stumps, 
brush, roots and trees not designated for preservation. 


D. The full length and width of the proposed roadway travelled area 
and shoulders shall be excavated or filled as necessary, to a depth of at 
least twenty-four inches below the finished grade as shown on the profile. 
However, if the soil is soft and yielding, or contains undesirable material 
such as loam, peat, soft clay or any other material detrimental to the sub- 
grade, such material shall be removed ard replaced with suitable well com- 
pacted material. In fill area no boulder greater than one foot in its largest 
dimension shall be placed within two feet of the gravel base, 


E. The centerline of the travelled roadway area shall coincide with the 
centerline of the right-of-way unless a minor variance is specifically ap- 
proved by the Board, 


Fo The travelled roadway area shall be provided with a foundation con- 


sisting of at Ieast eighteen inches of compacted gravel. Gravel shall be 
hard, durable stone and coarse sand practically free from loam and clay 
uniformally qraded and containing no stone having a dimension greater than 
six inches or more than ten percent fines passing the two hundred sieve. 

G. Travelled roadway area to be fine-graded with a six-inch crushed or 
bankrun gravel containing no organic material. No stone shall have a di- 
mension greater than two inches. 

H. Gravel is to be spread and compacted at six inch intervals im- 
mediately prior to paving; all depressions shall he filled and compacted 
until surface is true to line and grade. 


I. Wearing surface, when and where required by the Board, shall be two 
and one-half inch plant-mixed bituminous: concrete applied in two courses. 
Base course is to be one and one-half inches rolled to true grade. Finished 
course to be one inch rolled to true grade. 


J. Stabilized shoulders shall be constructed starting two feet from 
each side of the travelled roadway and shall consist of four inches of rolled 
and seeded loam on top of at least eight inches of well-compacted gravel. 


K. The area in back of the shoulders shall be sloped no steeper than 
at a rate of two feet horizontal to one foot vertical to a point where it 
coincides with the finished grade abutting lots. Loam shall be applied to 
a depth of four inches, rolled and seeded or covered with other suitable 
mulching materials. 


L. Guard rails shall be provided in back of the shoulder above fill 
areas greater than six feet. 


B:04 DRIVEWAYS 


A. Permission to construct driveways as entrances, exits or approaches 
to state or town roads shall be in accordance with N.H. Revised Statutes 
Annotated, as amended, Chapter 249, Section 17, and with applicable permit 
procedures and design criteria established by the N.H. Department of Public 
Works and Highways for state-maintained roads and by the Board of Selectmen 
for town roads. A permit must be obtained from the Division 7 Chief 
Engineer for state-maintained roads and from the Board of Selectmen for 
town-maintained roads. 


B:05 DRAINAGE 


A. Storm drains, culverts, and related installations, including 
catch basins, gutters and manholes shall be installed within the subdivision 
as necessary to adequately dispose of surface water. Where ground water 
conditions necessitate it the Board may require the use of subdrain to 
drain the base course of the road. 
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B. Storm drains shall be reinforced concrete pipe, asphalt coated 
steel or plain aluminum corrugated pipe. The minimum size of the pipe shall 
be twelve inches inside diameter and shall be of greater size when required 
by the Board. The minimum pitch shall be five-tenths percent. All drains 
shall be laid to uniform grades and carefully backfilled so that the pipe is 
Supported throughout its entire length with compacted earth. 


C. Catch basins, where required, shall be installed on both sides of 
the roadway at intervals of not more than three hurdred fifty feet, at low 
points, and near the corners of the roadway at intersecting streets. Any 
change in alignment or grade, if not normally the location of a catch basin, 
shall be made by using a manhole. 


D. Catch basins shall have a two-foot sump and manholes of shaped con- 
erete bottom to allow for a smooth flow of water through the structure. 


E. Where adjacent property is not subdivided, provision shall be made 
for the extension of the drainage system by continuing appropriate drains 
to the exterior boundaries of the subdivision, at such size ard grade as will 
allow for their proper projection. 


B:06 MARKERS 

A. Markers shall be installed on both sides of the right-of-way, at 
all street intersections, at all points of change of direction or curvature 
of streets and at other points where in the opinion of the Board permanent 
markers are necessary. Such markers shall be of granite or reinforced 
concrete not less than four inches square and not less than four feet long 


set flush with the finished grade. 


B. Where surface ledge is encountered a one-foot by three-quarter 
inch iron pin inserted in the ledge may be substituted. 


C. No markers shall be installed until all construction which would 
destroy or disturb the marker is completed, 


D. Ths setting of the markers shall be supervised by a registered 
land surveyor or licensed civil engineer. 
B:07 STREET SIGNS 

A. The subdivider shall furnish and erect street signs at all street 
intersections. These signs shall be of the same type being used in the Town 
at the time of subdivision is approved. 


B. The subdivider shall also furnish ard set such other traffic control 
Signs as the Board shall require. 


B:08 CLEAN UP 


A. Upon completion of all work on the ground, the subdivider shall re- 
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move from the streets and adjoining property, all temporary structures and al] 
surplus material and rubbish which may have accumulated during construction, 
and shall leave the work in a neat and orderly condition. 


B:09 INSPECTION 


A. The Board shall provide for inspection of all construction phases 
in a subdivision to insure full compliance with regulations. The inspector 
is rot authorized to make any changes from regulations or from the approved 
plat or from the conditionally approved flat without specific approval of 
the Board. Inspections, at a minimum, will take place at the following 
steps: 


1. After drainage and/or filling has been started but before the 
gravel placement operation has been started; 

2. After drainage system is installed, but before it is covered. 
Pipe alignment and any defective runs shall be corrected before approval is 
given. 


3. After gravel has been placed and shaped but before the sur- 
face haus been apulied; 


4. After surface has been placed and while shoulder work is in 
progress; and 

5. At other specific times deemed necessary by the Board or the 
inspector. 


B. The subdivider shall give at least twenty-four hours notice to 
the Board whenever an inspection is indicated. Necessary baseline and 
grade stakes shall be in place. 


C. Records of inspection shall be kept on file at the town offices in 
the files of the Planning Board and shall be signed and dated by the inspector 
with any comments or recommendations regarding the work. 


Bi Ont OTHER 


A. Trees and*planting and proposed park or open spaces shall be in 
accordance with requirements of the Town and these subdivision regulations, 
or as required by the Planning Board at the time of consideration of the 
subdivision. 
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
